NEWSNOTES

As  !  write  this.  ABC  Radio  leads  Its  newscast  with 
a  rail  strike  that  wiil  almost  certainly  be  long  over 
by  the  time  you  receive  the  Program  Guide.  It  is 
these  small  comforts,  that  a  rail  strike  can  lead 
the  news.  Kurdish  refugees  held  up  until  after  the 
first  commercial  break,  that  says  the  world  may 
be  somewhat  back  to  normal.  The  war.  and  its 
implications  became  for  a  time,  so  all-consuming 
that  it  was  with  some  relief  that  we  are  again 
producing  programs  about  the  crisis  in  public 
health  care  and  criminal  justice.  It  was  with  some 
pleasure  that  we  heard  about  some  little  scan- 
dals around  sand,  gravel  and  the  highway 
department.  But  then,  we  also  hod  to  report  that 
Colin  Powell  took  a  post-  war  respite  in  Honduros 
and  announced  that  the  problems  in  El  Salvador 
could  be  solved  the  same  way  that  they  were  in 
the  Persian  Gulf.  It  is  then  that  we  are  reminded, 
stalled  trains  and  overpriced  gravel  aside,  that 
the  New  World  Order  is  something  that  we  must 
vigilantly  watch. 

We  will  continue  to  do  so.  In  May.  we  have  a 
very  special  line-up  of  programs  for  the  six 
o'clock  hour  of  the  KPR  Evening  News  during 
our  annual  spring  marathon.  We  will  have 
e)(tensive  post-war  analysis  of  the  New  World 
Order  from  the  likes  of  Noam  Chomsky.  Philip 
Agee  and  others.  Dr.  Blase  Bonpane  will  join  us  to 
shift  some  of  our  attention  back  to  the  on-going 
struggle  against  violence  and  oppression  In 
Central  America.  Howard  ZInn  will  consider  the 
concepts  around  the  idea  of  just  versus  unjust 
war.  Check  our  program  highlights  section  and 
mark  your  calendars  for  some  very  special 
programs  that  you  will  not  want  to  miss. 

It  is  also  appropriate  to  ask  that  you  contribute 
generously  to  KPR's  May  Marathon  fundraiser. 
The  News  Department  will  have  some  nice  thank 
you  items  -  autographed  copies  of  John  Stock- 
well's  new  and  hard  to  find  book  The  Praetorian 
Guard.  Blase  Bonpane's  most  recent  book  will 
also  be  available  during  the  afternoon  news  end 
many  of  the  programs  featured  will  be  available 
on  cassette.  But,  most  importantly,  we  need  the 
money  in  order  to  continue  to  produce  the  kind 
of  information  programming  that  you  have 
come  to  rely  on  in  recent  months.  It  is  an  under- 
taking that  has  put  us  over  budget,  but  we  think 
it  is  worth  it.  And,  we  believe  that  you  will  be 
willing  to  take  on  active  part  In  continuing  our 
collective  efforts  to  keep  Houston  Informed  with 
alternative  Information:  radio  that  can  break 
down  the  walls  of  Isolation  that  so  many  of  us 
feel  when  we  expose  ourselves  to  commercial. 
It's  easy  to  think  that  perhaps  you  ore  alone  In 
opposing  war,  opposing  U.S.  backed  violence  In 
Central  America  and  elsewhere  and  seeking  a 
better  world  for  everyone,  especially  when  you 
tune  away  from  KPFT  90.1  FM. 


On  the  homefront,  we  are  beginning  two  new 
major  research  projects  that  will  culminate  In 
feature  length  documentaries  for  regional  and 
national  distribution.  In  the  coming  months,  we 
will  explore  the  crisis  In  public  housing  In 
Houston.  As  the  Allen  Parkway  Village  contro- 
versy continues,  we  have  serised  a  certain 
blandness  and  detachment  in  much  of  the 
reporting  that  has  been  available  about  APV 
and  the  4th  Ward.  That's  why  we  ore  producing 
a  documentary  about  the  history  of  the  commu- 
nity and  the  people  who  live  there  today.  We 
want  to  explore  why.  despite  admittedly  squalid 
conditions,  the  neighborhood  and  its  restoration 
is  so  important  to  many  of  its  residents.  This 
documentary  will  be  the  centerpiece  of  a  week 
long  look  at  the  housing  crisis  and  homelessness. 
Details  will  be  forthcoming  In  a  subsequent 
program  guide. 

In  June.  KPR  hosts  the  first  of  five  Pacifica  Na- 
tional Town  meetings.  The  Issue  is  Immigration 
and  Paclflca's  National  Affairs  Correspondent. 
Larry  Bensky,  will  be  in  town  to  host  the  program. 
We  hope  that  he  wiil  join  us  on  some  other 
programs  as  well.  In  and  around  that,  we  will  be 
featuring  some  other  programs  looking  at  immi- 
gration issues.  We  are  particularly  Interested  In 
the  Increasing  reports  of  violence  and  harass- 
ment of  people  -  legal  residents  and  otherwise  - 
at  the  hands  of  INS  officials.  There  is  a  movement 
In  this  state  to  give  Border  Patrol  officers  full 
police  status.  It  Is  not  territory  to  enter  into  lightly. 
While  it  appears  that  a  bill  to  do  this  Is  "dead'  in 
the  Texas  legislature  for  this  session,  but  a  reincar- 
nation is  being  promised.  The  legislatures  of 
Arizona  and  New  Mexico  have  already  quietly 
passed  such  bills.  Is  this  country  really  ready  for  a 
Federal  Police  Force?  The  possibilities  will  be 
explored  in  several  special  programs.  Listen  for 
details.
